But Thaw bas been
snstched from the chair and yet is ool
free, 80 that he hea notoing to fear and
nothing to hope for from the two profes-
sions und he is qoite excusable for re-
fusing to pay any more bills that are nol
proved up before & register In bank-
ruptey.

The operation of geiting money out of
Thaw ought to have beeo - ken over by
s stock company, say, the Thaw Exploit-
stion Uompany, Limited. Under cap-
able msnsgement the whole Thaw for-
taoe could bave been mcquired before
he verdict of & jury put him beyond the
reach of hope or fear. Matters should
nave besn srranged so that thers would
be s third and perbaps even a fonrth
trial, The goose that bas Iald golden
eggs for the doctors and the lawyers has
aot been killed; but whet amounts (o
#lmoat the same thing, be bus been put
beyond danger of beiog killed aod he
declines—we trust the confuslon of gen-
ders will ba pardooed—to lay a for.ber
